Please permit me, as one inti rested in 
whatever pertains to the good of our 
common schools aud to the general ad 
vance of education, to say a few words 
in reference to the action of i» ur county 
superintendent in the matter of u*achej> 
institutes. 
I assume that Mr. J anies is 
right in disccuotina ncing the establish 
ment of rival institutes, and tb a titis bet 
ter to have in each county y one s rong 
and hea lthy institute than several puny 
oucs. 
The opinion advocated by all our 
best educators, as well as fey all State 
superintendent» of schools, that scholars 
can be better educated in a large than in 
a small district school, applies with just 
a? much force to institution* For instruct­ 
ing teachers. 
Our school law makes it 
%the duty of each county superintendent 
to “ encourage the foutidatioft, and assist 
in the m a nagem ent of . county teachers’ 
institutes,” and makes it obligatory on 
him to “ bold a nnua lly a teacher» ’ insti­ 
tute, conta ining in session not less than 
five day s, for the instruction of teachers 
and those who may desire to teach." 
Mr. J ames appeals to b# 
acting in good 
faith, with an ea rnest 
desire to give 
teachers all the benefit possible to be 
derived from attenda nce at bis institute, 
so where is the excfise for endeavoring to 
establish other departments of this kind, 
the effect of which must be to weaken 
and,cripple, if not entirely destroy the 
one legitim ate institute? 
While, as a 
general rule, enterprisers commendable, 
y et, when the m anagers of private Schools 
become so enterprising a s to try to gain 
notoriety by assuming the duties of the 
office of the county superintendent, and 
thus embarrassing his efforis in the line 
of duty , public sentim ent should not sus­ 
tain them.

he considers

PRACTICE OF PUBLIC BATHING. 


W h e n I t C a m e to a n E n d P r iva te H a th . 
In g B e c a m e R a r e . 
In the change of tho world’s habits in 
cidental to the change of religion, and 
especially with tho deserved condemna­ 
tion of tho Roman public baths by the 
Christian church, the practice of public 
bathing came to an end, and that of pri 
vate bathing, unhappily, became only too 
rare. The usages of the generations pre­ 
ceding the present century, in tho matter 
of cleanliness of personal habits, are al­ 
most incredible to us. 
A book recently 
published, of which Mr. Alfred Franklin 
is tho author, contains some facts re­ 
garding the domestic life and social 
usages of the -period from tho Twelfth 
to the Eighteenth century, which are in 
a sense instructive, since they show to 
what a condition even “ elegant society” 
may descend when the watchful care for 
personal cleanliness is once abandoned. 
The ladies of the Seventeenth century 
very seldom washed their faces. They 
sometimes dipped a cloth In spirits and 
passed it over tlieif faces, and their toilet 
code and directions, still extant, prove 
that they avoided water for the face lie- 
cause they believed it was destructive to 
the complexion. As for any other sort 
of baths, no reference is found to them 
in these toilet directions, probably for the 
very good reason that none were ever 
taken. 
That the same ladies seldom 
washed even their hands aecms to be es­ 
tablished also. 
In an old romance a 
princess says to a young loid of the court: 
“ You see, sir, that my hands are whiter 
than yours, although it is four days since 
I washed them.” This seems to have 
been a commonplace remark, and treats 
of a condition or things which was taken 
quite as a matter of course. 
Riehelien was known among the men 
of the Seventeenth century as a man 
who was neat in his person. That he is 
mentioned as a “ man who bathed” 
seems to prove that it was not common 
for men to “ bathe” at that time. The 
women of the courts of Louis XIV and 
XV of France powdered their faces in­ 
cessantly instead of washing them, and 
built enormous headdresses upon heads 
that were never combed. The accounts 
which are given of some results of this 
practice are almo st beyond 
belief. 
It 
seems to have taken the people of Europe 
many centu ries to learn w hat they now 
kno w of 
the need of perso nal cleanli 
ness, a kno wledge which they lo st after 
the destru ctio n o f the Ro man baths. The 
peo ple o f the Eu ro pean co ntinent 
of the 
present day are far fro m being as scru pu ­ 
lo u s in this respect as are the English and 
Americans. —The Argo nau t.

The tli*st battle of the seven day s’ fighting 
was th at of Mechanicsville, June 20. 
A 
slight skirmish hail taken place Jim« » 25. 
Porter’s corps was stationed around and to 
the east of Mechanicsville. 
Near here was 
Beaver Dam crock, with Ellison’s Mill upon 
it, 
McCall's Pennsy lvanians were stationed 
on the rising ground near Ellison’s Mill, com­ 
manding the creek. 
To the right, left and 
rear of McCall were Gens. Rey nolds, Mart in- 
dale, Griffin, Meade mid Sey mour, with their 
commands. 
The troops were ranged half 
moon shape on Beaver Dam creek. 
Mechan­ 
icsville bridge crossed the Chickuhominy . 
Stonewall Jackson and his men were to l>e 
in the rear of Mechanicsville on the morning 
of the 30th. 
Branch’s Confederate brigade 
was to cross the Chlckahominy up near Rich 
mond, move rapidly down the river road and 
clear Meadow bridge of its Union guard, and 
then strike eastward, join Stonewall Jackson, 
and make an attack 011 the Federal rear east 
of Mechanicsville. 
Meadow bridge crossed 
the Chickuhominy north 
of 
tin* one at 
Mechanicsville. 
As soon as Meadow bridge was cleared of 
Federáis. A. P. Hill was to cross it rapidly , 
push still further south and then take the 
road to Mechanicsville. 
That movement 
would leave the Mechanicsville bridge clear. 
Longstreet and D, H. Hill were to cross it, 
m arch hastily on and join the attacking 
column. Thus McClellan’s arm y on the north 
bank of the Chickahominy would be involved 
front and rear, and could bo cut to pieces. 
But for the first time in his life Stonewall 
Jackson was late. 
The two Hills and Long- 
straet carried out their part of the pro- 


gramme, attacking the Federal front a# it 
faced south on the Chickahominy. 
Their 
work was with the Federal left, J ackson’s 
with the right. 
A, P. Hill's advance had driven the Union 
pickets back to the main line at Ellison's 
M ill There was time enough for the Federal* 
to form in battle line. 
Hill and Longnfcreet 
advanced in the teeth of a tremendous fin* of 
musketry and artillery from the heights 
around Ellison's M ill 
The firing came from 
den. Sey mour, w ho held the left. 
The Con­ 
federates had hoped to turn the Union flank 
and cut the left to pieces. 
In the midst of 
deadly fire they were hurled back, and the 
movement failed, and so the lwttle of Me- 
» haniesville ended. 
It had lasted from 3 
o'clock in the afternoon till 9. 
McCall's men 
w ere in the bloodiest of the contest The Con­ 
federates lost between 8 ,000 aiul^ 4,000, the 
Federal« altout 400. 
Next morning McClellan resolved to retreat 
,vhith and take up a position on the Jnmw. He 
found for certain that Jackson was in liis vicin­ 
ity with a large force, and had only lieen «!«»- 
tained by some Federal skirmishers at Toio- 
potomy creek, north of Mechanicsville. 
11 ere some m ilitary critics declare McClellan 
made another mistake. 
The Confederates had 
left Richmond protected only by 25,000 men 
—Iluger's and Magruder’s divisions—on the 
27th. After the Federal victory at Mechanirs- 
ville if MeClellftii hail unexpectedly and vig­ 
orously attaekr*d Richmond, ho could have 
cut Ian 's arm y in two. 
Magruder, indeed, ex- 
jx« *ted it. He wrote in his report: “ I passed 
the night without sleep. 
Had McClellau 
maswsl his whole force in column, and a« l- 
vanoed it against any point of our line of 
bat­ 
tle, os was done at Austerlitz under similar 
circuit!« tancex by the great« *st captain of any 
age, 
* * 
* the occupation of our works 
about Richmond, and consequently the city , 
might have been his reward.” 
But McClellan <li« l not do it 
Ho liegan to 
retreat to the J am« *« . 
Tho second battle of the seven days’ light­ 
ing was that at Gaines’ Mill, or Col« l Harbor, 
J une 27. 
McClellau ma« le rea« ly for his right wing 
60 cross the Chickahominy. During the night 
of the 26tb the heavy guns and wagons were 
sent acn>sM to the south l>ank. Porter's corps, 
the Fifth, was drawn up at Gain« *» ’ Mills, a 
position several miles south of Mechanics- 
villt*. 
This place was lietween 0>1« 1 Harbor 
and the Chickahominy. 
The Confederates had not retreated. 
An­ 
other attack was to be made on Fitz J ohn 
Porter’s corj» s, north of the Chickahominy, 
next « lay. 
Porter’s men were ranged in a semicircle 
at 
Gaines’ Mills, 
facing the bridges 
by 
which 
they 
were to cross to the 
south side of the 
C h i c k a h o miuy. 
The guns 
which 
had already crossed 
had been planted 
on the other side 
to face the bridges. 
At 2 o’clock in 
t h e 
afternoon, 
J une 27, A. P. Hill 
once more attacked 
the Fifth Federal kite J ohn p o r te r (18 8 7). 
corps on the north side of the Chickahominy, 
There were 38 ,000 Union troops, while the 
Confederates, with the re-enforcements con­ 
stantly coming up, numbered not less than 
66,000. 
The Fe« lenil trooj* engaged were Sykes’ 
and Morell’s divisions of three brigades each. 
The fight of the 27th is also sometimes called 
the battle of Col« l Harlior. 
A. P. Hill made an attack and then with­ 
draw somewhat. 
He kept up a half fight for 
tw*o hours, waiting for Longstreet and J ack­ 
son. 
AUmt 4 o’clock Stonewall J ackson ar­ 
rived, and at once engaged in t>attle with all 
his force. 
The Confederate forces in the 
fight at Gaines’ Mills were the divisions of 
the two Hills, Longstreet, Branch, Ewell and 
Whiting. 
The battle roared and thumlered 
from 2 o’clock till after sunset. 
Here was 
some of the bloodiest fighting of the war. 
Men’s lives were no more than a flash of 
powder. 
Desiderate efforts were made to break Por­ 
ter’s line. 
Regiment after regiment of Con­ 
federates were rolle« l agaiiy st it nn« l recoiled 
under the deadly fire th at met them. 
Yet 
othei*» came, as though they sprang from the 
ground. 
Ewell, from 
D. H. Hill's left, led 
one advance. 
As he came upon tho grouqd 
his men met two regiments l>eatcn backward 
and fly ing. 
“ W e’re whipped, y ou can’t do any thing; 
th« *y shouted to Ewell’s men.” 
“ Get out of the way , we’ll show y ou,” an­ 
swered the new comers. 
But even they could not break the lln« *. 
They were hard pressed, when suddenly 4,000 
Georgians, under Lawton, rolled up to their 
aid. 
“H urrah for Georgia!” shouted Ewell's 
men. 
Meantime, on the south side of the Chicka­ 
hominy , in the Federal camps, a scene wus 
passing which nobody afterw ard felt proud 
of. 
Richmond was largely emptied of troops. 
Across the Chickahominy , within call, were 
the corps of Franklin, 
Sumner, 
Key es, 
Heintzelman. 
Porter, hard pressed, sent to 
his commander for ra-enforaments. 
McClel­ 
lan, thinking he had a great force in front of 
him, only sent « me division, Slocum’s, of 
Franklin's corps. 
Magruder was practicing his Yorkfcown 
trick of making a great noise anil show 
with a few men.

Anon Franklin discovered 
heavy columns on his right. By this masterly 
Confederate tactics the corps commanders 
were kept expecting an attack all day , and 
prevented from sending aid to Porter. 
Again, a t sunset, Porter, still desperately 
fighting, sent for help. 
Could it lx* spared( 
McClellan asked. Then Sumner sent French's 
and Thomas Francis Meagher’s brigades, but 
confessed that he thought lie was 
running a 
risk to do it. 


The two brig ad« 1* daubed across the bridges 
and up the bluff toward Gaines' Mill with a 
shout and a cheer, Meagher, the lively Irish 
general, at their head in his shirt sleeves, the 
soldiers tell. 
But then it was hx) late. 
Porter’s terribly cut up line bad broken in 
tho center at last. 
Tho soldiers who had 
fought ««» bravely and so long we**» rushing 
pellmcll toward the Chickahominy, in full 
rout. 
The comrades who bod come to savs 
them could only cover their retreat and stop 
tho Confederate pursuit 
It was Hood’s ami Me Law’s Texan brigades, 
of Whiting’s division, that at lost broke Fit* 
J ohn Porter’s lint*. 
The regular ami souave 
regiments did not break. 
In the fight of Gaines’ Mill two regiments, 
one of New Jersey , th« * other of Pennsy lvania, 
were surrounded and taken prisoners. 
W ith 
them was Brig. Gen. Rey nolds. 
Under the protection of Meagher’s 
and 
French’s brigades Porter’s whole corjts, w hat 
was left of it, retreated to the south bank of 
the Chickahominy . Some of his artillery 
was left behind. 
Thus one corps and a division of McClel­ 
lan's arm y was made to light more than two- 
thinls of the whole Confederate arm y around 
Richmond. 
In this bloody l>attlo Porter’s 
corps lost fl,(XK) m« *n, killed, wounded and 
prisoners; the Confederates, 0,500. 
Morning found Fit* J ohn Porter’s oorjw 
across tho river, ami the hri« lg« *s destroyed 
behind it. 
Stone*man’s ami Emory’s cavalry, 
cut o ff from the rest of th« * corps, es<*ap« d by 
the way of White House and Yorktown, nn« l 
went down the York river and up the J am« fs 
an« l rejoined the army of tho Potomac. 
During the Peninsula campaign the French 
princes, the Due do Ohartras ami the Comte 
<le Paris, received a thorough experience of 
American warfare. 
They served as aides on 
McClellan’s staff, with the rank of captain, 
from 8epteml*jr, 
1HG1, to the close of tho 
seven days’ lighting. 
They were the grand­ 
sons of King Louis Philippe, and were tho 
same two princes that have l>oen recently ex­ 
iled hy the French government. 
With their 
uncle, the Prince do J oinville, they followed 
tho fortunes of the army of the Potomac. 
They were brave, dashing young fellows 
then, full of fun am i merriment. 
They kept 
up their own establishment, with their uncle, 
who was very deaf. Home of McClellan’s 
happiest hours were passed in their tent, in 
those weary days.
